The Center for 
Rural Development and 
Brushy Fork Institute of 
Berea College are accept¬ 
ing grant proposals from 
Owsley County for the 
next cycle of funding for 
the Appalachian Regional 
Commission (ARC) Flex- 
E-Grant program. 

The Flex-E-Grant 
(FEG) program, designed 
by the ARC, provides 
small investments in 
short-term projects that 
build community capac¬ 
ity to mobilize local 
resources, gain leadership 
experience, and strength¬ 
en community institutions 
and networks. 

Grants are subject 
to approval for up to 
$10,000, require a 20 
percent match of total 
project costs, and are to 
be completed within a six- 
month timeframe. FEG 
funds are made available 
on a reimbursement basis 
only. 

All Kentucky 
counties designated by 
the ARC as distressed for 
fiscal years 2013-2014 are 
eligible to apply. Com¬ 
petitive grants are avail¬ 
able for nonprofit entities 
or units of government in 
40 Kentucky counties that 
are interested in develop¬ 
ing projects that build 
community capacity. 

“These grants 
target communities and 
nonprofit organizations 
that have good, creative 
ideas, but lack the fi¬ 
nancial resources to turn 
those ideas into reality,” 
said Lonnie Lawson, 
president and CEO of 
The Center. “This funding 
will assist communities in 
developing or furthering 
plans and strategies that 
will help fuel positive and 
tangible economic and 
community development 
activity in our region for 


years to come.” 

The FEG pro¬ 
gram was generated from 
the ARC’S initiative to 
enhance assistance to dis¬ 
tressed counties, and each 
approved project must 
demonstrate beneficiaries 
in a distressed Kentucky 
county. 

Although the pri¬ 
mary intent is to support 
efforts that help develop 
local capacity, eligible ac¬ 
tivities may also include 
collaboration among 
communities in support 
of existing and emerg¬ 
ing regional development 
efforts, such as Shaping 
Our Appalachian Region 
(SOAR), Promise Zone, 
and other regional capac¬ 
ity building initiatives. 

“For the past 
several years, people in 
distressed Appalachian 
counties in Kentucky have 
used Flex-E-Grants for 
projects that truly engage 
residents in improving 
their own communities,” 
said Donna Morgan, 
director of Brushy Fork 
Institute. “We are pleased 
to partner with The Center 
for Rural Development to 
continue providing these 
resources.” 

Flex-E-Grants 
may be awarded for a 
variety of capacity build¬ 
ing projects, including 
strategic planning and 
management processes for 
communities or nonprofit 
groups; implementation of 
projects from a commu¬ 
nity-based strategic plan;

Outdoor 

Truths

During the end of 
January, outdoor activities 
get much slower. To be 
sure, there are ample op¬ 
portunities like catching 
crappie and killing ducks, 
but the weather can be a 
real hindrance for those 
of us who like longer and 
warmer days. I really do 
wish I had more time to en¬ 
joy this time of year. In my 
early adult days these few 
weeks were filled with time 
at the lake catching fish. 
Now they are mostly a rest 
period before the spring 
comes around. If there is 
one change in my outdoor 
activities these next couple 
of months that I would like 
to make, it is spending a 
few days trying to put some 
fish in the freezer. It seems 
that my wife likes nothing 
better than a cooler full 
walleye or crappie. I think 


she’s right. My problem is 
that it’s been several years 
since I was fluent in know¬ 
ing exactly where to go to 
catch these fish. After all, 
over time, things change. 
Structure changes, the 
surrounding environment 
changes, and fish move as 
a result. The old places that 
I once could depend on, 
may not be as productive as 
before. For times like these, 
I need to call a friend who 
has been catching fish and 
either beg him to take me 
or find out where I need to 
go. The last thing I need to 
do is spend time guessing, 
and fishing in a place that 
has a good history but no 
present success. 

What goes for fish 
also goes for more impor¬ 
tant things - like one’s 
church life. Things change. 
Some places that once were 


vibrant and active are now 
only holding on. Some of 
this is no one’s fault. It 
could be that the popula¬ 
tion dropped or moved to 
another part of the area. 
The problem, however, is 
not how it happened but 
what are we going to do 
about it. Let me give you 
one example. 

For many years 
I caught striped bass on 
the Cherokee Lake. Then 
something happened and 
the numbers declined and 
fishing for those bass no 
longer was an option. We 
had two choices; we could 
move to another spot or 
change what we were do¬ 
ing in order to reach the 
other fish that were still 
there. We stayed where we 
were, switched baits, and 
begin to catch largemouth 
with just as much success 
as we previously had with 
the striped bass. A church 
can do the same thing. 
They can either move to 
another place or they can 
reevaluate and change 
tactics in order to reach the 
new people who are there. 
There is no other choice 
because quitting fishing is 
not an option.

WORSHIP 

“I can worship 
God just as well at home as 
I can at church.” Ministers 
hear this statement from 
time to time. Usually, this 
is said by someone who has 
not darkened a church door 
in decades. Is this state¬ 
ment tme? Can someone 
worship God “just as well” 
at home as at church? On 
the surface, the response is 
“yes,” but is it deeper than 
that? The first step in our 
quest for an answer would 
be to define the meaning of 
worship. 

The Bible is a progressive 
book. What I mean by that 
is this: subjects are scattered 
throughout the Bible and 
build upon themselves. You 
cannot grab a Bible, turn to 
the “worship section” and 
read all the Bible has to say 
about worship. For compari¬ 
son, a first grader will learn 
that we fought a war against 
the British to gain our 
independence. A third grader 
will discover the “shot heard 
around the word” came at 
Concord. Someone in High 
School will leam of the po¬ 
litical ideologies that led to 
the war being fought. Each 
year of American History 
class builds upon itself. 


The Bible treats 
the subject matter within 
its covers the same way. 
Because of this, there is a 
Bible study method called, 
“The law of first mention.” 
This method of Bible study 
looks at the first mention of 
a topic in Scripture because 
it lays the foundation for 
everything following it. The 
first time the word “wor¬ 
ship” appears in the Bible is 
in Genesis 22:5, “And Abra¬ 
ham said unto his young 
men, Abide ye here with the 
ass; and I and the lad will 
go yonder and worship, and 
come again to you.” To sum¬ 
marize, what is going on; 
God had promised Abraham 
and his wife, Sarah, a son. 
God provides the miracle 
baby when Sarah is 90 and 
Abraham is 99 years of age. 
God has promised Abra¬ 
ham’s decedents, through 
Isaac; would be as numer¬ 
ous as the sands of the sea. 
Around twelve years later 
God does the unthinkable 
by commanding Abraham 
to kill Isaac upon an altar as 
a sacrifice to God. Bringing 
us to our scene; Abraham 
and Isaac are leaving the 
servants behind to walk to 
the top of the hill and “wor¬ 
ship.” (Just in case you don’t 


know the rest of the story. 
When Abraham exhibits his 
faith and obedience, God 
stops Abraham and spares 
Isaac’s life.) By using the 
law of first mention we 
leam the four basic things 
involved in worship are: 

1. Sacrifice. Be it Isaac or a 
ram, offering a sacrifice was 
the purpose of going there in 
the first place. 

2. Obedience. Abraham did 
not know why, or what God 
had planned, all he knew 
was that God had told 
him to go and do this, so we 
went. 

3. Faith. If Abraham did 
not have the faith to believe 
God’s first promise, he 
would not have had the faith 
to follow this command. 

4. An outward witness in 
honor of God. The events 
were being done on top of 
a hill. 

The sacrifice was 
to be a burnt sacrifice (Gen¬ 
esis 22:2); for this reason 
the smoke would have been 
seen for miles around. 

Taking a real close look at 
those four things, we can 
observe worship is more of a 
lifestyle and not an event we 
just do from time to time. 
Our answer is we must be 


able to worship just as well 
at home as at church. 

However, when the 
statement, “I can worship 
God just as well at home 
as at church” is given, it is 
almost always given as a rea¬ 
son for, not attending church 
at all. Now arises the ques¬ 
tion, “Can a person worship 
God while purposely staying 
away from church?” 

If obedience is 
a qualification to proper 
worship the answer is, “no.” 
God commands us to not 
purposely stay away from 
the gathering of His people, 
“Not forsaking the assem¬ 
bling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is; 
but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching” 
(Hebrews 10:25). 

Have a lifestyle 
that is a lifestyle of worship. 
Be a Christian with a life of 
faith, sacrifice, obedience 
and witness. Be a Christian 
with a life of worship, and, 
by the way, go to church 
Sunday.

Good Samatarian Sometimes Hard to Find

The Circuit Court 
Clerks of Kentucky made 
2014 a momentous year 
in the fight to save lives. 
With 998 Kentuckians 
on the waiting list for an 
organ transplant, there is 
no better time to join the 
Kentucky Organ Donor 
Registry. In 2014, 103 
unselfish individuals in 
Kentucky were able to 
save 332 lives, and many 
more individuals were 
able to enhance some¬ 
one’s life or give sight 
through tissue and cornea 
donation. Still more than 
124,000 patients are cur¬ 
rently waiting for their 
organ transplant. Tragi¬ 
cally each day 21 patients 
lose their fight and their 
lives waiting. 

Kentucky’s Cir¬ 
cuit Clerks are determined 
to make a difference and 
end the wait. “When 
you get your license or 
state ID, we ask if you 
would like to donate $1 to 
increase public education 
about the mission of or¬ 
gan donation in Kentucky. 
We also ask if you wish 
to be a registered organ 
donor. Every person who 
says yes gives hope to all 
those patients on the wait¬ 
ing list”, explains Owsley 
Circuit Clerk Mike Mays. 
This year was a record 
year for Kentucky, thanks 
to the Circuit Clerks and 
their hardworking staff. In 
2014, 44.5% of Kentuck¬ 
ians donated $1 to the Or¬ 
gan Donation Awareness 
Program. The Kentucky 
Organ Donor Registry 
reached a milestone and 


celebrated 1.5 million 
Kentuckians registered as 
donors. “Without the cir¬ 
cuit clerks and deputies, 
we may not have 50,000 
names on the Kentucky 
Organ Donor Registry. 
Because of their questions 
at driver’s license, over 
1.5 million Kentuckians 
have joined”, said Shelley 
Snyder, executive director 
of the Circuit Clerks Trust 
for Life Program. “Until 
this mission touches your 
family, many don’t realize 
how vital it is that ev¬ 
eryone joins the registry. 
If it were my husband 
or friend who needed a 
transplant to live another 
day, I would want them 
to have one. That is why 
I’m a registered donor. If 
I can save a life when I’m 
gone, I’m willing to do 
it”. 

Kicking off 2015 
with heart, May’s office 
is reaching out to those 
in Owsley County who 
have been touched by the 
mission of organ dona¬ 
tion. These stories will be 
compiled into an inspiring 
online wall dedicated to 
raising awareness about 
this mission. Current 
stories can be found on 
the Trust for Life website 
www.trustforlife.org. 

“Many people 
have been touched by the 
gift of organ and tissue 
donation here. By sharing 
these incredible journeys 
we can inspire others 
to say yes at the drivers 
license window”, explains 
Mays. “We are such a 
supportive community. 


I hope more people will 
realize the need that is 
right here in our county. It 
does not cost anything to 
join the Kentucky Organ 
Donor Registry. We hope 
to have over 50% of Ken¬ 
tuckians by next year.” 

Do you have a donation 
story to share? Local 
donor families transplant 
recipients and families, 
and those who may need 
a transplant one ay are 
invited to step forward.
